The week's developments in Wash- 
ington on the subject of safeguarding 
our foreign trade interests from the 


drastic operations of war have assumed 
more definite measures of possible re- 
lief, and President Wilson's note to the 
British Government regarding its policy 
of contraband and seizure of vessels on

While any relaxation on the part of

The 
stringency on tonnage can be appreci- 
ated when it is known that about 1,200 
vessels have been requisitioned by the 
British Government for the movement 
of troops, horses and general war sup- 
and nearly all of the German 
boats are rendered out of commission. 
The heavy demand for freight accom- 
modations here has been for grain and 
cotton. Between fifty and sixty per 
cent. of our naval stores production 
finds outlet through foreign channels 
under normal conditions, but it is esti- 
mated that the exports for the naval 
stores year ending March will be cur- 
tailed by nearly one-half, the greatest 
proportionate shrinkage naturally be- 
ing experienced during the war period. 
One of the most important records of 
exports for several weeks has been re- 
ported for the week in review, compris- 
ing 7,850 barrels of rosin for Christi- 
ania and 1,250 barrels for Liverpool 
from Savannah. Local dealers report a 
good export demand, which cannot be 
satisfied by reason of the difficulty of

servative estimates place the commer- 


cial crop of this country and the ex- 
portable surplus of Canada at 16,000.- 
000 bushels. At the beginning of the 
crop year there were approximately 
4,500,000 bushels in public store in this 
country, and the carry-over in the 


shape of oil is estimated to have been 


at least equal to 1,000,000 bushels more 
than normal. This would give a total 
of 21,500,000 bushels, and in order to 


make up the total of normal consump- 
tion imports of 4,500,000 bushels would 


be necessary, either from the Argen- 
tine or India. But it is freely ad- 
mitted that the year to date has not 
seen a normal consumption, and some 
reports say that in the four months 
ending December consumption was 20 
per cent. below normal. Assuming 
that this is true, it becomes evident 
that consumption must be above nor- 
mal over the balance of the crop year 
in order to make up for the deficiency 
of the earlier months. In other words, 
the probabilities are against rather 


than in favor of a normal consumption 
of oil this year. Hence, the seed sup- 


ply does not shape up so badly, and 
with reports of a record crop in the 
Argentine, it is not to be wondered at 
that consumers have cherished hopes 
of a low-priced market. 

An analysis of the seed supply for

Oleomargarine Coloration Bill. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Jan. 8, 1915. 
A bill has been introduced in the House 
by Representative Gill, of St. Louis (H. R. 
“HH, intended to permit the coloration 
of oleomargarine. The full text of the 
bill. which ineludes the striking out of 
section 2 of the existing law relating to 
oleomargarine and embodying an amend- 
ment to section 2 intended to permit the 
artificial coloring’ of oleomargarine when 
such coloring or the ingredients used for 
that purpose are mot injurious to the 
health of the consumer, is as follows:— 


Be it enacted. etc., That the act of Congress 
of May 9, 1902. be amended hy striking out 
ill of section 2 thereof, which reads as fol 
lows: 


‘Sec. 2. That the first clause of section 3 of 
an act entitled ‘An act defining butter, also 

osing a tax upon and regulating the manu 
ure, sale, importation and exportation of 
argarine approved August 2, 1886. he 
by adding thereto, after’ the word 
irgarine.’ at the end of said clause, the 
ollowing words:— 

**‘And any person that sells, vends or fur 
nishes oleomargarine for the use and con- 
sumption of others, except to his own family 
table without ompensation, who shall add to 
or mix with such oleomargarine anv artificial 
coloration that causes it to look like butter 
f any shade of yellow, shall also be held to

The quantities 
should be given in terms of the metric 
system and the label must be printed in 
Spanish. .According to Venezuelan usage, 
a tablespoonful (cucharada) is considered 
to contain about fifteen cubic centimeters 
a teaspoonful (cucharadita) being equiv 
alent to about five cubic centimeters. 

It is suggested that American ex 
porters of medicines have their Venezu- 
elan agents submit samples of their prod- 
ucts to the office of public health in Cara- 
eas, with a view to having such products 
included in the list of preparations which 
may be sold by pharmacists without the 
presentation of a physician’s certificate.

THE MINNEAPOLIS MARKET.

Minneapolis, Minn., Jan. 6, 1915. 


Considering the state of the oil mar- 


ket, there is a good demand for flax pre- 
vailing and the market is firmer com- 
pared with futures During the last few 
days practically all of the desirable seed 
that arrived was placed on old to arrive 
contracts and the poor stuff was not very 
keenly sought. Anything that showed fair 
oil making quality was readily taken. To- 
day there were sixteen cars received, and 
out of that total only four cars were of- 
fered for sale on spot. The rest were ap- 
plied on to arrive contracts. s 
The to arrive offerings were very light 
during the week past, but a quick rally 
to $1.70 to-day caught several standing 
orders to sell fair-sized lots. ; ; 
There is practically nothing moving In 
the country. One line elevator company 
operating 100 North Dakota stations re- 
ported less than a carload per day being 
taken in along their entire line. Most of 
the elevator men claim the farmers have 
no seed left beyond what they will ne@d 
for seeding operations in the spring. — 
The total amount of seed received from 
January 1 to December 31, 1914, was 7,- 








759,130 bushels, as compared with 11,319,620 
bushels received during the same period

in 1913. ; ; 
During the sharp advances in Duluth 
prices to-day a gain over the Winnipeg 
market was made, but this did not result 


in any offerings of Canadian seed. — 

So far this crop year Minneapolis has 
received 4,853,840 bushels of seed, com- 
pared with 4,246,897 bushels received at 
Duluth. A year ago Minneapolis received 
but 5.151,880 bushels, while Duluth received 
6,989,670 bushels. 

LINSEED OIL. 

The market holds to a holiday routine, 
with sales very light and interest poor. 
No doubt the big paint mixers are still 
taking inventory and will not make fresh 
purchases of oil until they are through. 
Shipping directions on old contracts are 
fair to good, and the out movement for 
the week past was considerably heavier 
than it was a year ago. 

It is reported that some crushers are 
making very low offers to the trade to 
pick up what little business there is, but 
in the main Minneapolis crushers are 
holding for legitimate values and refuse 
to trade at low prices. To-day’s quota- 
tions ranged around 48c., although offers 
as low at 46%4c. were rumored of in the 
last day or two. 

LINSBED OIL MEAL. 

Most reports indicate a fairly good oil 
meal market, and the local output is 
readily taken care of either by fresh 
orders or shipping directions on_ old 
orders. The demand comes from a widely 
scattered territory, and prices are consid- 
erably higher than they were a week ago. 
Most of the crushers are sold up for the 
present and refuse to entertain bids for 
meal to be delivered in the future. Ship- 
ping directions on old orders are good. 
Quotations to-day ranged from 334 to $35. 


LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

There is little feature to the cake mar- 
ket. Shipments on old orders are quite 
liberal, but no fresh business is openly 
reported. According to most views, the 
freight situation is handicapping trade, 
but it is rumored that some good sales 
are being made at very strong prices, 
both for prompt and deferred shipment. 
The last bids received from Eastern bro- 
kers ranged around $32.0, and they re- 
port a lack of freight room to move any- 
thing in quantity. Shipping to some for- 
eign ports has been cut off entirely.

‘ THE CHICAGO MARKET. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Beperter.. 
Chicago, Jan. 7, 1915. 

Those interested in flaxseed at Chicago 
were decidedly bullish in their views dur- 
ing the entire week, and the feeling that 
the market should do better was just as 
strong after successive advances on every 
day of the period as when the bull move- 
ment was inaugurated. One of the prin- 
cipal strengthening influences in the mar- 
ket, and which has been a factor for 
some time past, is the ready absorption 
offerings of cash seed meet with at Minne- 
apolis and Duluth. More interest was 
shown in the market for futures, as is 
usually the case when a bull movement 
is on in any community. Some of the 
more conservative interests in the cash 
seed tirade are of the opinion that there 
will be no stop to the advance until a 
much higher level is reached. Moderate 
reactions are likely to be seen from time 
to time, due to sales by people with 
profits, but it is expected that setbacks 
will be only momentary, and that after 
such occurrences the market will con- 
tinue on its upward climb. The general 
tenor of the advices received from for- 
eign markets also proved of assistance to 
the bulls in the flax markets of the en- 
tire country. In faet, everything sur- 
rounding the situation was bullish save 
the demand for linseed oil. While lin- 
seed oil was rather quiet, buyers showed 
a desire to become interested in the mar- 
ket on a fair scale, and it is likely that 
they will commence to purchase now that 
they have been convinced “that lower 
prices are not likely to rule. The news 
received from the markets of the soyuth- 
ern hemisphere was rather colorless. Ex- 
ports from the principal Argentine ports 
were lighter than the previous week, but 
exceeded those of a like period last year, 
when they were quite small. 

While Chicago crushers are more inter- 
ested in the flax market than of late, 
their purchases during the period under 
review were smaller than during the pre- 
vious week. The holidays tended to re- 
strict their operations in the cash seed 
markets of the Northwest, as it was re- 
ported late in the period that they were 
seeking liberal quantities of seed in that 
section. The lightness of the offerings 
ilso prevented them from making trades 
in some instances. Total receipts at Chi- 
cago during the week were 7,000 bushels, 
as contrasted with 51,000 bushels received 
the previous week and 3,000 bushels dur- 
ing the corresponding time last year. 
Shipments were 7,000 bushels, compared 
with 6.000 bushels the previous week and 
none during a corresponding time last 
year.

LINSEED OIL. 

While the volume of business passing 
showed no improvement, the undertone of 
the market was decidedly better. Crush- 
ers were bullish in their ideas in spite of 
the rather light trade. Asking prices 
were advanced to 49c. per gallon. While 
users try to impress crushers with the 
idea that they are not alarmed as regards 
their ability to secure oil at prices more 
favarablé tham now prevail, many of 
them have taken an interest in the action 
of the market that seems to forecast lib- 
eral purchases before prices have made 
any further marked advances. The prin- 
cipal strengthening influence in the mar- 
ket was the higher prices recorded in the 
ilax markets of the Northwest, as well as 
the fact that crushers in that section eag- 
erly absorb all offerings of seed in that 
section. Crushers are more hopeful than 
they have been for some time past, and 
now confidently look for materially higher 
rates. They advance the opinion that the 
takings of users thus far have been be- 
low normal, and that while these people 
may remain out of the market for a 
tinie, they will eventually be forced to 
take hold in order to perform work they 
have entered into contract for, and that 
with the larger number of orders they 
will be enabled to secure prices that will 
net them a larger percentage of profit 
than they have obtained heretofore. Most 
of the business of the week was done in 
single barrel lots. Trading in futures re- 
mains quiet. General conditions surround- 
ing the market are not quite settled, and 
buyers and sellers are unwilling to enter 
into future trades of importance. There 
is not likely to be seen a good business in 
fulures for a time, although some in the 
trade might commit themselves either way 
on a small seale, 

IL.INSEED OIL CAKE, 

Business in linseed oil cake was lack- 
ing at Chicago, but the meal market was 
quite active, and strong prices ruled 
throughout the period. Advices from the 
Northwestern markets were to the effect 
that foreigners were bidding for all offer- 
ings in that section and that holders have 
advanced their ideas. Domestic feeders 
were good buyers of meal at Chicago, the 
business of the week being larger than 
enjoyed for some time. Holders of meal 
here were asking $38 f. 0. b. Chicago. 

THE BUENOS AIRES WARKET. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

There was little in the news and cir- 
cumstances surrounding the flax market 
at Buenos Aires to enliven imterest in the 
ranks of the _ speculators, and _ business 
was of small volume in consequence. 
Traders as a rule were inclined to await 
developments that would prove factors 
on either side of the situation, although 
there were a few of the more daring op- 
erators Who entered into trades. These 
transactions were generally light, and 
were evened at the least sigm of the mar- 
ket turning against ‘ them. Sentiment 
among the rank and file in the trade fa- 
vors higher prices. There are few, how- 
ever, Who expect that the upturns in the 
near future will be marked, there being 
many circumstances which seem to fore- 
east light trading in all markets of the 
world. The advices received from Ameri- 
can markets, and particularly those of the 
United States, are decidedly bullish and 
receive considerable attention not only in 
the Buenos Aires market, but other mar- 
kets of the Argentine as well. The light 
stocks heid in the principal markets of 
the United States, coupled with the fact 
that fresh arrivals are readily absorbed 
by crushers in that country at firm prices, 
indicates that users of flax in the United 
States will be forced to look to Argentine 
for hberal quantities of this seed before 
another crop is ready to be gathered. 
Prices in all American markets showed 
sharp upturns during the period under re- 
view. There was a good business in cash 
seed on export account. Exporters are 
good buyers of seed at the present time. 
but the business would be of larger vol- 
ume were it not for the conflict raging 
in Kurope. Total clearances of flax from 
Argentine ports during the period under 
review were 293,000 bushels, as contrasted 
with exports of 331,00 bushels the pre- 
vious week. Shipments from Argentine 
shores during the corresponding time last 
year were only 23,000 bushels. There 
was small export business during the year 
of 19144, when that time is compared with 
the preceding year. Total exports of flax 
during 1914 were 34,482,000 bushels, while 
during the year 1914 there were 42,369,000 
bushels shipped from Argentina,

Move to Minimize Our Petroleum 
Waste. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug teporter.) 
Washington, Jan. 8, 1915. 

literesting comments are given by Di- 
rector Holmes of the United States Bu- 
reau of Mines in regard to the present 
and prospective work of that bureau in 
the direction of checking or preventing 
Wastes im the mineral resources of the 
United States. Touching particularly 
upon the meed of petroleum investigations. 
Director Holmes in these Comments re- 
marks that ‘“‘the United States produces 
63 per cemt. of the world’s petroleum and 
that the capital invested in the industry 
in this country is nearly half a billion dol- 
lars.” Director Holmes says:— 

The need for extended inquiries and inves 
tigations is more urgent in connection with 
petroleum than with any other branch of the 
mining industry save natural gas, with which 
it is closely associated. Practica] petroleum 
operators estimate the petroleum waste or 
loss s in drilling, and the development of oil 
fields, in Storage and transportation, to be not 
less than $50,000,000 per annum, and admit 
that a large part of this loss is preventable. 
Wasteful utilization of petroleum and its prod- 
ucts must greatly increase these figures. Th: 





fact that the principal oil-producing areas in 
the country are now believed to be well de- 
fined, and the fact that the next few years 
will see @ constantly diminishing instead of 
n increasing production, unite in making im 
perative the nee of extended inquiries to 
prevent th wasteful depletion of this in 
valuable matural resource. One of the chief 
purposes of such an investigation should be 
the procuring of accurate information and the 
development of possible methods of preventing 


serious wastes,

The most important 
feature of the market at present per- 


haps is found in the unsettled position 


of linseed oil, which has been on the 
upward trend, not only through the 
week, but for some weeks’ time. De- 
mand fer oil has not beén large, but 
many buyers are not covered ahead 
and interest in the market has 1n- 
creased because of the advance in 
prices. Other paint making oils are 


also firmer in sympathy with linseed 
oil, but are not feeling any beneficia! 
effects in the way of an increased de- 


mana. The lead and zine pigments 
are holding up to normal standards 
and market quotations are not subject 
to change. Dry colors are rather quiet, 
with some difference in prices quoted, 
according to seller in the case of cer- 
tain selections. Some of the raw ma- 
terials which are used in making im- 
portant colors are now in a better po- 
sition than they were in the latter 
part of last year, and this is helping 


the color market. tarytes holds steady 
in price, with only moderate buying 
reported. Varnish gums are passing 
to consumers in a normal way and 
offerings in the hands of sellers are 
well taken care. A better tone comes 
from sellers cof domestic glue, and the 
outlook is reported to show decided im- 
provement. A review of the linseed 
oil and naval stores market will be 
found on pages 21 and 23, respectively. 
On page 12 there is a complete report 


on the flaxseed situation. A report on 
alcohol will be found under the drug 
market. Comment on the important 
items in the paint trade follows:— 
LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 
PIG LEAD.—While there was no 
quotable change in market prices for 
pig lead during the week, the tone of 
the market was easier. teports from 
St. Louis said there was more evidence 


on the part of sellers to dispose of 
stocks and consumers were operating 
very sparingly. The price at St. Louis 
was 3.60c. per pound, and at New York 


3.80c. continued as the quotation. Pro- 
duction of lead in this country in 1914 
showed a divided gain over the pre- 
ceding years and amounted to 511,784 
tons. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 


ATE).—Demand for basic carbonate is 
described as reasonable. Jobbing trade. 
while moderate, is about equal to that 
of a year ago, and withdrawals against 
contracts are made regularly. Some 
large amounts of white lead are called 
for by the Navy Department and bids 
will be opened later this month. Mar- 


ket prices for white lead are holding 
at former levels, and large quantities 


of dry white lead are offered at 5 per 


pound. Some call is reported for small- 
er lots. on which 514c. is quoted. Lead 
in oil is distinguished by some varia- 
tions, according to seller, with 6%4c. 
as the open quotation. Smaller lots 
of white lead in oil are held at higher 


figures. There has been a decrease in 
the export call of white lead, and white 
details of present shipments are with- 


held, the amounts now shipped are 
said to be less than a short time ago. 
English lead in oil continues to be 


quoted at 11@12c. per pound. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE). 
—Manufacturers are sending out basic 
sulphate on old orders and say that 
some consumers have been covering 
future needs. Jobbing trade is fair 
for this time of year. The unchanged 
position of pig lead keeps the pigment 
steady, and quotations remain at 4%4c. 
per pound for round lots and 5c. per 
pound for smaller lots. 


RED LEAD. — Some demand is re- 
ported for red lead in oil, and manu- 
facturers are well pleased with the

The provisions of this section shall not. how 
ever, apply to any Medicine or medicinal com- 
pound, sold or given away upon the written 
prescription of a duly licensed physician, pro- 
vided such medicine or medicinal compound be 
sold or given away to or for the use of the 


person for whom it shall have been prescribed,

Opinions of dealers at present are not 
sanguine over future business, although 
it is hoped domestic demand will im- 


prove later in the month Turpentine 
shipments for the week at Savannah 
were 1,196 barrels. Receipts were 559 
barrels, and stocks at the close 35,769 
barrels, against 36,420 barrels for the 
previous week and 30,157 barrels last 
year at this time. At Wilmington the 
market has remained in a quiet condi- 


tion and closed at 42c. Supplies in 
London on December 19 were 21,137 bar- 
rels against 56,013 in 1913, and 41,717 for 
1912 for equal dates.

LIMA PETROLEUM FIELDS, 
(From che Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Lima, O., Jan. 7, 1915 
A review of the Lima petroleum fields of 
Northwestern Ohio and Indiana for the week 
shows that work is growing less from day to 


day and nothing will bring about a revival 
but an advance in the price of oil at the wells. 
During the week in the two fields ten wells 
were finished, with two dry holes and a new 
production of 2W) barrels, against twenty-one 
finished wells, two dry holes and 450 barrels 
production for the previous week. 

The fact that the Sullivan pool in Indiana 
has been defined, there is at this time nothing 
in sight in a wildcat way unless development 
work starts in the southern part of the State. 
There is still an abundance of fairly good pro- 
lucing territory around Muncie and other points 
in the old field, but the scarcity of gas for 
fuel makes drilling more expensive. The same 
conditions prevail in the Ohio end, although 
the chances are not as favorable as in the 
Indiana field.

But little new work is being finished in any 
part of the Illinois petroleum fields, and if the 
tables do not turn the year 1915 will see less 
work than during the past year. The low 
price of oil and the scarcity of territory to 
drill are the causes of the check in work.

Francisville. Many contractors are awaiting 
at that point for new work to start, but even 
the leaseowners are skeptical about doing 
much work until the situation becomes more 
favorable.

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EASTERN PETROLEUM REVIEW. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Pittsburgh, Pa., Jan. 7, 1915. 

A review of the high zrad2 pet.oleun felds 
east of the Mississippi River, comp-risi1g South- 
ern New York, Pennsylvani1, West Virginia, 
Southeastern, Central and Northwester.1 Ohio 
Indiana, Illinois and Kentucky, for the week 
in review shows a heavy decline in finisied 
wells and dry holes and gas wells, while in 
new production there is but a slight falling 
off due to the drilling of two exceptionally fine 
wells in the West Virginia regions. 

The feature of the week wags the advance of 
5 cents per barrel in the prices of Pennsyi- 
vania crude, covering the fields of Southern 
New York, Pennsylvania, West Virginia and 
Southeastern Ohio This advance is the first 
since the oil prices started backward early in 
1914, and it now looks as though the petroleum 
products east of the Mississippi would grad- 
vally advance, while those west of the river 
will hardly advance on account of the large 
accumulations of stocks. Most of the oil sent 
abroad or across the Atlantic is of the Penn- 
sylvania grades, and dealers find it hard work 
to sell anything but the Pennsylvania product, 
due to the many by-products found in the oil 
that is not found in the oils in the West. For 
this reason the stocks of Pennsylvania crude 
are dwindling rapidly, and to get more of the 
product the buyers are compelled to boost the 
prices to encourage further development work. 
Should prices continue to recover it will have 
a tendency to start active development work 
in all the high grade fields. 

During December, the closing month of 1914, 
there were a total of 493 wells finished in the 
high grade fields, of which 126 were gas wells 
and 93 were dry holes The new production 
daily amounted to 4,289 barrels. The wells 
were by fields as follows:—Pennsylvania-South. 
ern New York, 106 wells, 17 gas, 14 dry, 259 
barrels: West Virginia, i108 wells, 19 gas, 22 
dry, 1,352 barrels; Southeastern Ohio, 57 wells, 
8 gas, 14 dry, 359 barrels; Central Ohio, 
wells, 8 gas, 5 dry, 48 barrels; Northwestern 
Ohio, 87 wells, 2 gas, 1 dry, 604 barrels; In- 
diana, 28 wells, 13 dry, 284 barrels; Illinois, 
fi wells, 22 dry, 1,358 barrels; Kentucky, 6 
wells, 2 dry, 25 barrels. 

In the fields west of the Mississippi River, 
including Oklahoma, Kansas, Texas-Panhandle, 
Gulf Coast and Northern Louisiana fields, there 
was a total of wells finished for the month of 
559, with 77 gas wells, 118 dry holes and a 
new production of 150,019 barrels. When these 
figures are taken seriously it indicates that the 
wells on the east side of the river are only of 
the stripper style when compared with those 
on the west side of the Mississippi. 

During 1914 east of the Mississippi River 
10,044 wells were finished, of which 1,381 were 
gas wells and 1,927 were dry holes, leaving 
6.736 producing wells, with a new dally pro- 
duction of 107,253 barrels. In Oklahoma and 
Kansas there were for the year 10,559 wells 
finished, with 851 gas wells. 1,616 dry holes 
and a new production of 992,237 barrels. In 
the Panhandle field a total of 745 wells fin- 
ished. 29 gas wells, 219 dry holes and 24,395 
barrels production. In the Northern Loutsiana 
field there were 448 wells finished, 47 gas wells, 
87 dry holes and 104,663 barrels production. 
In the Gulf Coast fields a total of 577 wells 
were finished, with 78 gas wells, 163 dry holes 
and a new production of 243,112 barrels.

MID-CONTINENT O11. OPERATIONS. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Independence, Kan., Jan. 6, 1915. 


The principal feature of the past week in 
the mid-continent field was the completion of 
an 8,000-barrel well on the Mabel Dale farm 


in 6-18-7, North Cushing extension, by the 
Producers’ Oil Company. It was No. 1 on 
that tract. The estimated output of the field 
is now placed at 225,000 barrels a day, but 
many of the Cushing producers believe the 
figures are too high. As there are a number 
of new wells to be drilled in the next few 
days it is expected the downward rush of 
the Cushing output will be arrested and the 


present yield will be sustained, for a time, at 
least. 

It is estimated the production of the mid- 
continent field outside of Cushing is 140,000 
barrels a day, and with Cushing 365,000 bar- 
rels a day. Outside of Cushing and the Boyn- 
ton-Muskogee district there has been little do- 
ing the past week. The Barnsdale Oil Com- 
pany is resuming active drilling operations in 
the Osage. Some excellent wells are being 
drilled in the new Boynton pool and that dis- 
trict holds out excellent promise. Half a 
mile south of the Ponca City pool, which has 
been confined for several years to a long nar- 
row strip about one and one-third miles long 
and two locations wide, a new well has been 
drilled which seems to have tapped an ex- 
tension of the pool. It has long been a mys- 
tery from whence came the supply feeding 
this rich pool and it may be this well has 
tapped it at last. There has been very little 
drilling in the old parts of the field, but of 
late there seems to be a tendency to resume 
operations on the theory that conditions are 
going to improve. 

The efforts of White & Sinclair to secure a 
removal of the restriction on Indian acreage, 
at present limited to 4,800 acres, as a pre- 
mium for building a proposed pipe line to the 


gulf, has developed a rather unusual contro- 
versy. Some of the producers are petitioning 


the Indian Commissioner at Washington to in- 
crease the acreage limitation and others are 
protesting vigorously against any change. 
Those favoring the extension are doing so on 
the theory that by so doing pipe line con- 
struction will be encouraged, and those pro- 
testing insist that by so doing will be grant- 
ing special privileges without adequate re- 
turns. It was stated if White & Sinclair 
could secure 25,000 acres of leases they or the 


Royal Dutch-Shell Company would lay an 
8-inch pipe line to the gulf where a big re- 
finery would be located. In the 10 or 12 
years the Oklahoma oil fields have been in 


operation this ruling has been regarded as a 
good one, and Secretary Lane very wisely de- 
clined to change the ruling. 

In spite of the vast over-production cre- 
ated in the mid-continent field in 1914, fewer 
wells were drilled than in 1913. During 1914 
10,659 wells were drilled, a decrease of over 
600 compared with 1913. Of this number 1,607 
were dry and 843 were gas wells. There were 
2,362 completions in Kansas, and 8,297 in Ok- 
The largest number of completions 








lahoma. 


in a single month was 1,043 in May, and the 
smallest number was 282 in November. The 
largest amount of work in a given district 


was in the Cushing pool where 758 wells were 








drilled and a daily new production created, 
which at the end of the year was estimated 
at approximately 225,000 barrels. The Creek 
nation was credited with 2,816 completions, but 


the Cherokee, as usual, lead all subdivisions 
of the field with 3.352 wells drilled, almost 
evenly divided between the deep and shallow 
sand sides. As usual in Kansas Montgomery 
county drilled more wells than any other 
county, its completions aggregating as many 
as the combined completions of any other 
three counties in the State. It drilled 925 
wells during the year. 

During 1914 gas wells were drilled in the 
mid-continent field developing a new initial 
supply of 165,000,000 cubic feet, against about 
200,000,000 cubic feet the previous year. While 


gas for manufacturing 
purposes as last year all the domestic serving 
companies are in better shape for supplying 
their customers than they were last winter. 
The Kansas Natural Gas Company is getting 
along much better than it did last winter. 
In 1914 Kansas drilled new wells testing about 
35,000,060 cubic feet a day and Oklahoma wells 
testing about 130,000,000 cubic feet a day. 
Montgomery county produces the major portion 
of Kansas gas, and in Oklahoma the Creek 
leads in the amount of gas production. 
According to the last report of the official 
umpire there are 164 grilling wells and 72 
rigs in the Cushirg district, a total of 236. 
Of these 107 drilling wells are in the north 
extension, 42 in the southern end, and 15 in 
the oil pool, with 36 rigs in the north, 30 in 
the south, and 6 in the old pool. The McMan 
Oil Company leads with 27 drilling wells, the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company coming second 
with 16, and B. B. Jones and the Silurian Oil 
Company following with 10 each. The re- 
mainder of the drilling wells are scattered 
among 28 operators. Building of storage tanks 
continues at Cushing and big wells are still

being found, but the output of old wells is 
falling off rapidly.

A, E. Paulger, 
on the Anna E, Taylor’ land adjoining, 
drilled in his No. 3 for a 75-barreler, No, 2 
having started off at 100 barrels, These 
are exceptionally good wells in these latter 
days in the Chelsea shallow sand. 

HEALDTON PRICE MAY GO DOWN. 

Healdton producers fear a slump in their 
market quotation. Owing to the fact that 
vast quantities of Cushing crude are being 
purchased at less than pipe line prices, a 
telegram was sent to the Magnolia Pipe Line 
Company to ascertain what might be ex- 
pected in January. The pipe line company 
replied :— 


“The quantity of oil which the pipe line 
can run in January will very largely de- 
pend upon the naming of a price that will 


enable us to meet competitive conditions.

Sev- 
era] good gas wells have been drilled in 
the Wayside district lately. Beeler & Camp- 
bell are starting work on a new lease just 
secured by them at Wayside and expect to 
drill several wells during the winter. 

A number of new wells are being drilled 
in the South Coffeyville district. These are 
mostly for gas, but now and then a paying 
oil well is found. In the Elk City district 
West & Murrow have completed a duster on 
the Gates farm. 

About 50 miles southwest of Wichita, near 


Harper, in Harper county, Kansas, a deep 
hole test is being drilled, It is now down 
2,000 feet. 

B. H, Elrod and H. B. Hoard have been 


arrested at Independence on a charge of 
gathering junk from wayside oil leases, 


Among the Refineries. 


The National Refinery at Coffeyville is pre- 
paring to use Cushing crude quite extensively. 
The oil, it is said, will be received at Bartles- 
ville by tank cars and thence pumped to Cof- 
feyville through the company’s own pipe line. 
The Santa Fe will build a switch at Bartles- 
ville for the National. 

It is said the Illinois Oil Company, composed 
of Welch Brothers, at Rock Island, Ill., will 
erect a new refinery somewhere in the vicinity 
of Chicago, having practically abandoned the 
idea of constructing a plant in Oklahoma. 

It is stated the Samoset Oil Company 
(Watchorn et al., Scotland), will build a pipe 
line to Gainesville, Texas, from Healdton, ana 
erect a refinery at Gainesville. The Samoset Oil 
Company is capitalized at $5,000,000 and is 
acquiring some excellent properties in the 
Healdton district. 


Various Field Notes. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission has di- 
rected the Houston and Texas Central Railroad 
Company to refund to the Gulf Refining Com- 
pany $54.92 on account of an unreasonable rate 
applied on two shipments of petroleum products 
from West Port Arthur, Texas, to Tulsa, 
Okla., November 7, 1912, and January 12, 1913. 

It is rumored that Dana H. Kelsey, who re- 
tired January 1 from the superintendency of 
the Union Indian Agency, Muskogee, will be- 
come superintendent of the Carlisle Indian 
School at Carlisle, Pa., at a salary of $3,000 
a year to succeed O. H. Lipps. Oil men in the 
mid-continent field will be pleased to see Mr. 
Kelsey given some desirable position in the 
government service. He has made a splendid 
record at \_uskogee. 

Josia Fisher, an Indian over 90 years of age, 
and who can neither read nor write, has 
brought suit at Muskogee to recover possession 
to a 60-acre tract of land in Oklahoma, which 
he alleges he was induced to deed over on 
false representation. 

During the past few days O. S. James, at 
his home in Bradford, Pa., has been making 
the supreme struggle of his lIfie against a 
siege of pneumonia, which from the very start 
was alarmingly serious. Four years ago he 
was stricken with heart trouble, which compli- 
«ates his condition. At his bedside are his two 
sons, H. G. James, of Independence, Kan., 
and W. V. James, of Springfield, Mass., and 
his two daughters, Mrs. C. E. Putnam, of De- 
troit, Mich., and Miss Edna M. James, of 
Bradford. Mr. James is 71 years old and has 
followed the oil business since a boy, start- 
ing as a whaler, going to Titusville shortly 
after Drake drilled the first well, and having 
the distinction of drilling the first oil well in 
South America half a century ago. He moved 
into a new home in Bradford just before the 
holidays. His recovery is extremely doubtful. 





Calgary and Alberta Oil Fields. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Calgary, Alberta, Jan. 5, 1915. 


The shooting of the well of the Moose 
Mountain Oil Company on section 24, township 
23, range 5, near Cochrane, which took place 
on December 28, failed to develop a gusher. 
The shot was made at 1,652 feet depth, to 
which the hole was drilled after the dis- 
covery of a pronounced seepage at about 1,627 
feet. Since the shooting the drillers have 
been punching through the bridgings of debris 
which block the hole, and have secured an in- 
creased gas flow and some oil. 

Reports recently received from Leduc, in the 
Edmonton district, state that the Maritime 
Petroleum Company, drilling on the Bredner 
farm, five miles from Leduc, has struck a pro- 
nounced showing of oil at about 800 feet depth. 
Samples of the oil seen at Edmonton indicate 
that it is a heavy variety, but so far no offi- 


cial estimate of the production, or, for that 
matter, official statement that it amounts to 
more than a fair-sized show, has been handed 
uut by the company. It is stated, however, 


that two more holes will be put down. 

The new gas field at Viking, Alberta, prom- 
ises to be a big thing. The initial well showed 
a flow of 9,357,000 cubic feet, with 500 pounds 
rock pressure, and gas men who have been up 
there say that it looks like a good third to the 
Medicine Hat and Bow Island gas fields. Four 
additional wells are to be drilled between now 
and next spring, and if these turn out good the 
gas will be piped to Edmonton, about seventy- 
five or eighty miles distant, and a municipal 
distribution system started. 

The new refinery of the Imperial Oil Com- 
pany at Port Moody, British Columbia, is mak- 
ing good progress and will, it is anticipated, 
be in full operation by the spring of 1915. 
Four large oil tanks with a capacity of mil- 
lions of gallons are up and a fifth is under way, 
and other construction work includes three 
large stills, a number of condensers, and a 


stone tower. The refinery will, it is antici- 
pated, handle oil from the Pacific coast States 
as well as from South American fields. A 


cargo, part of which will be used for fuel and 
part stored, was unloaded at Port Moody a 
short time ago from Peru.

Senate Proposal to Repeal Tariff Law 


(Special to Oll, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Jan. 8, 1915. 


As an indication of the character of 
propositions that will be advanced in 
Congress at different times during the 
next year, as a result of the recent elec- 
tions, Senator Gallinger of New Hamp- 
shire, a member of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Senate, has introduced joint 
resolution No. 217, which amounts to a 
protest against the further continuance 
of the present tariff law amd favors the 
repeal of that law and the reinstatement 
of the Republican tariff law which the 
existing law superseded. 

The resolution by Senator Gallinger is 
suggestive of the policy that will be pro- 
posed py the Republicans, and on which 
doubtless they will conduct their cam- 
paign in the next Presidential contest. 
Pending that ejection, there doubtless 
will be much discussion along the lines 
suggested by Senator Gallinger in which 
interest is displayed by thgse who be- 
lieve that the existing tariff law has 
worked unhappily so far as the business 
interests of the country are concerned. 

Senator Gallinger in the preamble of 
his resolution asserts that there is gen- 
eral depression of business throughout 
the United States, and a serious curtail- 
ment of industrial production and of 
wages, accompanied by suffering among 
the millions of the unemployed. He also 
asserts in the preamble that in the last 
elections a distinct issue was made of 
the existing tariff law, and that the law 
Was condemned by the vote of the 
people. 

In furtherance, therefore, of the plan 
thus suggested by one of the most prom- 
inent Republicans in Congress, the Sen- 
ator presents his resolution as follows:— 
Resolved, etc., that the act entitled ‘‘An act 
to reduce tariff duties and to provide revenue 
for the government, and for other purposes,’’ 
approved October 3, 1913, and all amendments 
thereto, be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 
Sec. 2. That the act entitled ‘‘An act to 
provide revenue, equalize duties, and encour- 
age the industries of the United States, and for 
other purposes,’’ approved August 5, 1909, and 
all amendments thereto, be, and the same are 
hereby, re-enacted and made effective from 
date of passage of this joint resolution. 

Mr. Gallinger’s resolution has been re- 
ferred to the Committee on Finance of 
the Senate. Doubtless it will receive lit- 
tle or no consideration at present, except 
such discussion as Senators may choose 
to indulge in with respect to it. 
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Cotton Vessels to Return with German 
Products. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Jan. 8, 1915. 


Some light is thrown on the situation, 
so far as transfers of foreign ships to the 
American flag under the law of last Au- 
gust ure concerned, in a report from Ber- 
lin just received at the Commerce Depart- 
ment, indicating the attitude of the Ger- 
man government toward transfers of Brit- 
ish ships to American registry since the 
beginning of the war. 

The German Foreign Office was asked 
by the United States Ambassador if there 
would be objection on the part of the Ger- 
man government to the exchange of cot- 
ton for German products on a vessel for- 
merly registered as British, but trans- 
ferred to American registry since the war 
began. The answer as given in the report 
to the department quotes the report in 
substance as follows: 

Referring to article 56 of the London Naval 
Conference, it may be stated that the transfer 
to the American fiag of a British vessel after 
war has been started is not valid per se, but 
the German Government, reserving the right 
at any time to withdraw its consent, is ready 
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where such ships are engaged only in direct 
trade between American and German ports 
and carrying American goods into German 
ports, and returning German materials con- 
signed to and for use only in the United 
States to waive the invalidity of such transfer. 
The Foreign Office further states it to be 
expedient that an official statement that such 
a vessel is destined by a direct route to a 
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German port, there to unload, and return 
directly with German products consigned to 
and for use only in the United States, be pre 
pared by a proper American officer, each ship 
also to have for each round trip a safe conduct 
by the Imperial German Ambassador in the 
United States, based upon the official state 
ment just mentioned, which requests German 
war vessels to permit an unmolested journey 








The Industry of the Coal Tar Dyes

The Increased Cost of Labor in Ger- 
many.

or an average annual increase of 3.5 per 
cent. of the 1886 pay. 

However, it must be remembered that 
in Germany the day is a two-shift day, 
with two hours and twenty minutes taken 
cut for all men for meals and rest, and 
tor about one-third the men an additional 
thirty minutes for washing up; so that 
one-third work twelve hours less. two 
hours and fifty minutes, and two-thirds 
work twelve hours less two hours and 
twenty minutes, or an average of nine 
and a half hours net actual average work- 
ing time, for which they receive at least 
ten hours pay, and it may be twelve 
hours pay; the above figures, as stated, 
where based on hourly rate of pay assume 
pay for ten hours only and not for twelve 
hours. 


Participation of Labor Charge in 
Finished Dyes. 

In the United States the day is a three- 
shift day. 

Labor participates to au small extent 
only in the final cost of the finished dye; 
it probably never exceeds 15, and is as a 
rule more nearly 10 per cent. 

As an illustration: in 196, Germany's 
export of synthetic indigo was worth 
about $4,750,000; the 617 men in the Ba- 
dische indigo factory made at least 50 per 
cent. of that export value, or $2,374,000 
worth. These 617 men represent a daily 
payroll of not more than_ $678.70, amd it 
may be as low as $567.50 (dependent upon 
pay being for twelve hours or ten hours); 
at 365 days per year this means $247,725 
or $207,137, or 10.43 or 8.72 per cent., re- 
spectively, on half of the above indigo 
export value; assuming bonuses, welfare 
expenses and the like to double that daily 
peyroll, it makes the labor participation 
20.86 and 17.44 per cent., respectively; how- 
ever, this frees the indigo manufactured 
and consumed in Germany from all labor 
cnarges. 

However, these 617 men no doubt in 1906 
had a greater participation than 3 per 
cent. of the export, and it is therefore 
reasonable to assume that 15 per cent. 
participation by labor in the finished prod- 
uct is ample and very likely high. 

A Typieal German Coal-Tar Dye 
Foctory. 

A German coal-tar dye works in good 
order and of considerable magnitude will 
have a daily use for 1,000 tons of coal, 40 
tons of ice, 40,000,000 gallons of water 
(about one-seventh of Manhattan and the 
Bronx), 2,500,000 cubic feet of gas. 

The works area is about 500 acres, of 
which 100 acres are occupied by buildings, 
and requires about forty-two miles of 
railway within the factory walls to trans- 
port the various materials among the sev- 
eral hundred factory buildings. 

Power generation and transmission re- 
quire 158 boilers, 386 steam engines and 
472 electric motors. Over 400 telephones 
are needed within the works. 

In order to convert the nine products 
obtainea from coal-tar into intermediate 
products, and then into dyes, these works 
meed as auxiliary chemicals:—sulfuric 
acid, hydrochloric (muriatic) acid, nitric 
acid, liquid chlorine, caustic soda, car- 
bonate of soda, acetate of soda, acetic 
acid, acetic anhydrid, bromine and iodine 
—in large amounts, which for obvious rea- 
suns cannot be distributed as to the total 
amounts produced or used. 

The following figures, taken from Dr. 
Prunck’s 1900 indigo lecture, may give an 
idea of the magnitude of some of these 
items; these figures are now more than 
fourteen years old and have no doubt im- 
mensely increased; at that time the Ba- 
dische Anilin and Soda Fabrik made 
about 50 per cent. of the world’s consump- 
tion of indigo. To-day all the German 
works make practically 95 per cent. of the 
world’s consumption; it is fair to double 
the following figures to get an approxi- 
mate notion of to-day’s figures; 50,000 tons 
of sulfuric anhydrid (equal to 40,000 tons 
pyrites), 4,400,000 pounds of glacial acetic 
acid, which require not less than 5,200,000 
pounds liquid chlorine and produce 5,850,000 
pounds caustic soda as well, and the 
equivalent of about 7,800,000 pounds, or 
3,900 tons, of commercial muriate, and an 
investment of $4,500,000. 

At that time (1900) the total world’s con- 
sumption was estimated at _ 11,000,000 
Luunds dry weight (100 per cent.) indigo; 
in 1918 Germany exported 15,000,000 pounds 
(00 per cent.) indigo. 

The world’s annual consumption of in- 
digo is to-day not far from §,20)0 tons (100 
per cent.) indigo or 27 tons per day. 


Patents and the Coal-Tar Dye In- 
dustry. 


The development of the coal-tar dye 
industry called for 8,062 German patents in 
the years 1876-1912, or 224 per year; cor- 
responding patents have been taken out 
in other countries, e. g., 2,432 in the 
United States. 

But it is authoritatively said that only 
one in 100 of the German patents is a 
money maker, and, as a matter of fact,

in the case of the 921 dyes in the world’s 
markets at the end of 1912, only 485 United 
States patents and 762 German patents 
were involved, or 19.94 per cent. of the 
total United States and 9.46 per cent. of 
the total German patents. Of these 921 
dyes, 50 per cent. were never patented in 
the United States; the United States pat- 
ents on 26 per cent. have now expired, 
leaving 24 per cent. still covered by exist- 
ing United States patents, but many of 
these expire in 1915. ; 


The Primary Coal-Tar Products and 
the Intermediate Products, 

The nine different crudes from coal-tar 
which form the basis of the cval-tar dye 
industry are first converted into mate- 
rials, themselves not dyes, but different 
from the nine original compounds. These 
nine compounds make about 270 inter- 
Inediate products amd these 270, by suit- 
able combination, make the 900 and more 
— dyes ot the present world’s mar- 
kets, 

The above number of intermediate prod- 
ucts by no means exhausts those that are 
nossible, ner do the 90 dyes exhaust 
those theoretically possible; there are 
probably over 2,000 intermediate products 
possible, but only about 270 that have 
found use, and there are many thousands 
of millions of dyestuffs wholly distinct 
from each other embraced in the 8,000 Ger- 
man patents; but of these thousands of 
millions of dyes only 400 individuals have 
survived and are of use. It is extremely 
doubtful that in the remainder of these 
millions upon millions there are any dyes 
or any striking utility not covered by 
those already in use. It is safe to sav 
that the German coal-tar dye industry 
has gone over all of the known fields in 
fine-tooth comb fushion, and the results 
thereof are laid down in their patents and 
are shown in the goods that they market. 
The Germans are, of course, searching 
for new fields; in the last ten years only 
one new field has been opened, and while 
a is limited it promises to be of great 
value, 


The Function of Research in Estab- 
lishing the Present Industry 
in the United States. 


Therefore, a research laboratory, in the 
narrow sense of the word, is mot neces- 
sary for the development of a real eval 
lar dye industry in the United States. 
What we do need is a semi-manufactur- 
ing laboratory in which to ascertain the 
inost favorable conditions for carrying 
out those operations which the work of 
the Germans, both in their patents and 
in their commercial exploitation of them, 
has shown to be needful or worthy of 
prosecution. That, however, is no child’s 
play task; it calls for engineering skill 
of the highest order, for chemical knowl- 
edge of great refinement and experimental 
ability of high rank. Much will have to 
be learned and determined as to the 
proper materials of construction, the 
proper size and shape of the apparatus 
and the most favorable working unit, 
which is by no means constant from one 
dyestuff or one intermediate product to 
another. Many dyestuffs cannot be made 
commercially in lots much greater than 
110 pounds; others can be made in lots of 
one ton, but the manufacturing unit as a 
rule is small. Much of this apparatus is 
enameled or homogeneously lead lined. 

Of course, the ultimate success will de- 
pend upon our merchants and our ability 
to merchandize against the very efficient 
merchandizing organization of the Ger- 
rmaans. 


Manufacturing Processes. 


It must not be assumed that the pre- 
cise manufacturing directions are all laid 
down in the literature, patent or other- 
wise. Fractically all of the works keep 
the details of their actual processes very 
much to themselves. Thus, for example, 
one works may excel in the production of 
sulfonated anilin blues; while there is 
nothing patented or patentable about that 
Operation, the trade will take one fac- 
tory’s preduct in preference to any other 
on looks or ‘aspect’ alone. There are 
mumerous instances where even these 
large German works, with all their re- 
search facilities and with all the engineer- 
ing ability, have been unable to outflank 
an original patentee or original producer, 
either as to price or as to quality of the 
goods whose patent has expired, even 
years after the expiration of that patent. 
This has also occurred in the case of non- 
patented products, and in one instance at 
least Americans can and do produce a 
dye from German intermediates and sell 
that dye back to the Germans at a price 
and of a quality the Germans cannot 
meet. We must, therefore, be prepared to 
expect that our goods would not sell in 
open competition with foreign makes of 
the same goods for perhaps one or more 
rors after we had attempted to market 
them. 

Acquiring Processes, 


Furthermore, on account of the meces- 
sity of having good, careful, uniform 
manufacture at all points, it is quite out 
of the question for any one chemist to 
acquire valuable manufacturing experi- 
ence, except in only a very limited num- 
ber of chemical transformations. ‘There- 
fore, successful purchase of recipes or 
engagement of competent mamufacturing 
chemists to make whole lines of dyes is 
practically out of the question, although 
it may succeed for a limited number of 
dyes or operations. We shall have to rely 
on our own ingenuity, skill and ability 
to devise successful commercial methods 
of manufacture.

the reports came to the departments here 
of further seizures and detentions of 
American ships carrying commodities to 
neutral countries, and the ships of other 
neutral countries carrying American prod- 
ucts to neutral countries of Europe. Ef- 
forts are being made to collect all infor- 


mation regarding these seizures, includ- 
ing the second seizure of the steamer 
Brindilla, carrying, as the advices reach 


here, oil to a neutral country. 

Advices have reached the State Depart- 
ment that the action of the British au- 
thorities was prompt in releasing the 
srindilla which was understood here to 
have been conveying illuminating oils 
destined to Scotland. The British authori- 
ties were satisfied of the correctness of 
the ship’s manifests. 

An important turn of affairs, so far as 
Congress is concerned, in relation to the 
subject of contraband of war, occurred 
in the Senate on Wednesday when the 
resolution proposed by Senator Hard- 
wick, of Georgia, came up for considera- 
tion. In connection with the discussion 
on the subject a forcible statement was 
made by Senator Root, of New York, 
former Secretary of State, in criticism of 
the policy that has peen pursued by the 
Treasury Department in demanding 
secrecy with reference to all outward 
cargoes and the destination thereof for 
thirty days following the date of sailing 
of the ship carrying such cargo. Senator 
Root intimated that this policy was well 
calcuiated to cast suspicion upon the for- 


eign trade of the United States, and he 
indulged in some pretty sharp comments 
upon this policy. Senator Root was in- 


duced to make these remarks and to pre- 
sent to the Senate the facts as embodied 
in the Treasury directions to collectors 
and other officers of customs regarding 
the non-publicity of matters pertaining to 
shipments by the turn the debate took 
over the subject of naval stores. An ef- 
fort was made by Senator Hitchcock, of 
Nebraska, to enlarge the scope of the 
Hardwick resolution by calling upon the 
President for information regarding com- 
municatfons that have been received 
from or transmitted to the British Goy- 
ernment relating to contraband or condi- 
tional contraband rulings in_ general. 
Senator Root agreed with the Senators 
from the naval stores belt that the Hard- 
wick resolution of inquiry with reference 
to naval stores should not be compli- 
cated by a general inquiry, and yet Sen- 


ator Root stated that he favored a gen- 
eral inquiry into all these subjects _in 
order that the Senate may have full in- 


tormation before it regarding the corre- 
spondence between the United States and 
Great Britain on the subject of contra- 
band of war. 

After calling attention to the Treasury 
Department circular in regard to with- 
holding information as to outbound car- 
goes and their destinations, Senator Root 
made the following comments and inci- 
dentally complimented the recent speech 
by Senator Walsh, of Montana, on the 
subject ofthe interference with copper 
shipments.

I will say that my attention was called to 
this subject by listening to the very admir- 
able, temperate and scholarly presentation of 


the law of contraband by the Senator from 
Montana (Mr. Walsh) a few days ago. It re- 
called to my mind having seen something in 
the newspapers about secrecy of shipments. 
I sent to the library and could not find any- 
thing about it, and then I sent to the Treas- 
ury Department, calling for all the Treasury 
orders which had been made within the last 
half dozen months, and this came down; but 
no modification or repeal of it came from the 
Treasury Department, so I think it must be 
still in force. Unless there is some reason 
which can be given, and which ought to be 
given, if it exists, it certainly ought not to 
be in force. 


Following this speech by Senator Root, 


and after considerable discussion of the 
propriety of opening up the entire in- 
quiry as to contraband of war, the Sen- 


ate rejected the resolution for a general 
inquiry which was presented by Senator 
Hitchcock, of Nebraska, but with the 
general understanding that this subject 
is to be taken up at a later day. 


Regarding the resolution of inquiry as 
to the treatment of naval stores as con- 
traband of war, an interesting history 
of this matter was given by Senator 
Hardwick, of Georgia, in supporting his 
resolution, which the Senate adopted. 

Im connection with the naval stores 
question some discussion wa: indulged 
in by the Senators from Florida, Messrs. 
Fletcher and Bryan, regarding the inter- 
est which Florida in common with Geor- 
gia entertains with respect to these prod- 
ucts and the exportation. ‘The discussion 
brought out the fact that some of the 
Senators were not advised regarding the 
expression made to the State Department 
by the Britssh Ambassador regarding 
shipments of naval stores prior to the 
formal declaration by Great Britain in- 
corporating, rosin, turpentine, etc., in the 
list as contraband. <A resume of the sit- 
uation as it is understood by the Senators 
from Florida, where large quantities of 
naval stores are produced, was given by 
Senator Fletcher, of that State. 

Following this discussion the Senate for 
the time being, at least, rejected the sub- 


stitute resolution for a general inquiry 
into contraband and adopted the Hard- 
wick resolution applying particularly to 


the desired information as to naval stores. 





Drug Trade Section Holds Annual 
Luncheon Meeting. 


MEMBERS LEARN OF SATISFACTORY 


OUTCOME OF THEIR CONTEST FOR 
MAINTENANCE OF “GROSS FOR NET 


WEIGHT’ RULE IN TRANSACTIONS IN 
“TEN-CENT’ DRUGS—HEAR REPORTS 
OF COMMITTEES AND ELECT OFFI 
CERS FOR ENSUING YEAR, 

A satisfactory outcome of their conten- 
tion that crude drugs valued at less than 
10 cents a pound should be exempt from 
the weight and tare labeling requirements 
of the New York State weights and meas- 


ures law was announced at the annual 
meeting of the Drug Trade Section of 
the New York Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation, held in the rooms of the Drug 


and Chemical Club last Wednesday moon. 

A report on this subject was presented 
by Irving McKesson, as chairman of the 
section's Committee on Tares, who told 
of the result of that committee’s sugges- 
tions to the New York State Superinten- 
dent of Weights and Measures, James A. 
Farrell, for continuing the “gross for net 
weight” rule in the new regulations of 
the State department for the enforcement 


of the Brooks law. Following Mr. Mc- 
IXesson’s report, William F. McConnell, 
secretary of the section, said that the 


State superintendent had approved virtu- 
ally all the recommendations for new reg- 
ulations on weight and measure labeling 
and variaticn tolerances which the sec- 
tion had submitted to him. 

The report of the Committee on Tares 
explained that the ‘“‘gross for net weight” 
rule, incorporated in the section’s official 
tares book and adopted practically in its 
entirety in the State regulations for carry- 
ing out the Brooks law, had hitherto been 
applied to all large transactions in crude 
drugs of the so-called “ten-cent’’ class, 
and had obviated the labeling of contain- 
ers for these relatively cheap drugs with 
their average tares, in addition to the 
Zross weight, of the goods and contain- 
er which is seemingly required by the 
provisions of the State law. This report 
stated further that the State superinten- 
dent had show the section's Committee 
on Tares that, under section 17A of the 
State law, this requirement does ‘‘not ap- 
ply to containers or commodities which 
are put in receptacles intended solely for 
carrying and delivering them.’’ This pro- 
vision of the State law, it was believed, 
has exempted transactions in such drugs 
from the requirement for stating the net 
weight or the gross weight and average 
tare on the containers. 

In addition to this report of the Com- 
mittee on Tares, reports were also made 
at the meeting by Dr. Henry C. Lovis, as 
chairman of the Committee on Legisla- 
tion; by Frank L. McCartney, as chair- 
man of the Executive Committee; by 
Franklin Black, as chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Manufacturing Chemists, and 
by all the officers of the section. Caswell 
A. Mayo, as president of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association, also deliv- 
ered an address on the desirability of co- 
operation between wholesale druggists 
and pharmacists in fighting for their 
rights. A report on behalf of the Com- 
mittee on Essential Oil, which had been 
prepared by Frederick E. Watermeyer, 
Was read by the secretary. 

The following officers were elected to 
serve throughout the ensuing year:— 
Chairman, Irving McKesson, of McKes- 
son & Robbins; vice-chairman, Frank L. 
McCartney, of Sharp & Dohme; treasurer, 
William A. Hammann, of the Roessler & 
Hasslacher Chemical Company: §secre- 
tary, William F.. McConnell. G. C. Fuller, 
the retiring chairman, was chosen as the 
section’s representative in the Board of 
Directors of the New York Board of 
Trade and Transportation. 

Members of the Executive Committee 
chosen were:—Charles A. Loring, of the 
Powers - Weightman - Rosengarten Com- 
pany; Frederick E. Watermeyer, of 
Fritzsche Brothers; C. E. Mears Kemp, 
of Lanman & Kemp; John T. Barry, of 
D. D. Williamson & Co., and Charles C. 
Bruen, of Bruen, Ritchey & Co. 

In his report on the last year’s Federal, 
State and municipal legislation affecting 
the drug trade, Dr. Lovis mentioned the 
enactment of the~ Harrison bill by Con- 
gress, the elimination of the proposed tax 
on patent and proprietary remedies from 
the emergency revenue tax measure; the 
enactment of the Boylan bill; the vetoing 
of the Frawley bill, on the recommenda- 
tion of its introducer, and the failure of 
the Nelson bill and several other State 
legislative proposals to be reported out 
of their respective committees in the As- 
sembly and Senate. Dr. Lovis then told 
of the unconstitutionality of the local 
Health Board's opium-cocaine-cannabis 
indica sales regulation ordinance, and de- 
nounced in unmmeasured terms the for- 
mula disclosure ordinance of that body, 
against which all branches of the drug 
trade were preparing to protest at a hear- 
ing to be held before Dr. Sigmund S&. 
Goldwater, the local Health Commission- 
er, on the following day. 

Because of the absence of Dr. H. A. 
Metz, who was chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Importers of Drugs and Chemi- 
cals, no report was made om the approved 
proposal for co-operating with the Phila- 
delphia Drug Exchange for the purpose 
of inducing the government authorities 
to grant to drug importers the right to 
appeal to the Federal courts from the de- 
cisions and rulings of the food and drug 
inspectors at the various ports. 

Mr. Black spoke of the defeat of the 
Blauvelt and Hefferman’ bichloride of 
mercury bills at the previous session of 
the State Legislature and of the failure 
of Congress to enact any laws to regu- 
late the sale of mercury bichloride. 

Dr. Lovis also stated that before any 
of the contemplated amendments are 
made to the Boylan law, along the lines 
now suggested by the New York Anti- 
Narcotic League, the counsel for that 
body, Ernest Kk, Coulter, had promised to 
submit the Grafts of the proposed changes 








in that statute to the Drug Trade Sec- 
tion for its approval.

The overproduction really 
started about three years ago and its increase 
has steadily been growing ever since. The 

war merely brought matters to a head. 

The daily average production for 1914 was 
281,930 barrels, compared with 267,827 for 1913. 
The daily shipments average for 1914 was 261,- 


246 barrels, compared with 261,916 for 1913. 
The largest difference in any branch was 
shown in the shut in oil. The daily average 


for 1914 is 18,433, as compared with 4,192 bar- 
rels for 1913. 

While the oi] industry in California has suf- 
fered because of the war and the cutting off 
of many markets here in the United States, 
it is considered as being in a fairly prosperous 
condition. Aside from the remarkable statistics 
given by the Agency the healthy status of the 
industry has been further proved by the pay- 
ment of almost $2,000,000 in dividends by vari- 
ous California oil companies during 1914. Tak- 
ing the year as a whole the dividends were 
very satisfactory. A very large percentage of 
the dividends, however, were paid by the &tand- 
ard Oil Company. 

The continued advance of the California ofl 
fields under most unfavorable conditions show 
its wonderful possibilities yet in the history of 
the industry. In the year 1914 oil was pro- 
duced under the most adverse conditions imag- 
inable. There were in all four cuts made in 
the the price of oil, which put it on rock bot- 
tom. The incentive for producers to keep rais- 
ing the production was certainly very small. 
The shut down movement was pounded into 
every producer’s head in every conceivable 
manner, yet with no avail. The 5,000,000 bar- 
rel increase of 1918 keeps the State at the top 
of the column. The capacity seems to be 
illimitable.

Pipe Lines as Common Carriers. 


The small and independent oil producers of 
the State recently won their fight against the 
oil monopoly in California when the State Rail- 
road Commission decided that pipe lines are 
public utilities and pipe line companies are 
common carriers. 

In the decision of the commission these 
five companies are named as coming under 
the jurisdiction of the commission:—The Stand- 
ard Oil Company of California, the Associated 
Oil Company of California, the Producers’ 
Transportation Company of California, the As- 
sociated Pipe Line Company of California, and 
the General Pipe Line Company of California. 
The five companies, the commission declares, 
produce and control the production of 95 per 
cent. of the oil in California. 

The commission holds that being common car- 
riers and public utilities they come under the 
public utilities act of 1913 and are therefore 
subject to the regulations of the commission as 
to their rates, service and the issuance of 
stocks, bonds and other securities. This par- 
ticular matter has been in the courts for some 
time. The advantage to the independent pro- 
ducers will be much. 


Interior Department Ready to Act. 


A message from Clay Tallman, commissioner 
of the .General Land Office at Washington, was 
received by the California Oil World and stated 
that the Interior Department is ready to act 
upon applications for relief under the Act of 
Congress of August 25, and to enter into 
agreements permitting the disposal of oil or 
gas products of lands in withdrawn territory, 
pending determination of title to the lands. 
The commissioner stated:— 

“The application and contract are available 
at United States land offices in San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, Visalia and Sacramento, and must 
be executed by an applicant for a patent un- 
der the mining laws. The contract may apply 
to all hands covered by the application or to 
any legal subdivision thereof. 

“I believe that the difficulty heretofore ex- 
perienced by operators in disposing of oil be- 
cause of fear on part of purchasers of becom- 
ing liable to the government will be abridged 
by these agreements and that the oil industry 
will be greatly aided thereby.”’ 


Field Notes. 


The American Oil Fields has taken over the 
least of the Petroleum North Midway, on sec- 
tion 16-32-24, consisting of 120 acres.

With the virtual completion of in- 
ventory taking, the buying movement 
has shown signs of substantial im- 
provement in virtually all departments 
of the drug market within the week. 
With the augmented purchasing opera- 
tions, there have also been a steadily 
increasing number of advances in 
prices and the raising of asking fig- 
ures has been about equal to the con- 
cessions throughout the period. 

Most noteworthy among the price 
changes has been a further reduction 
in the quotations of the American cam- 
phor refiners for their output, which 
has brought their prices to a level at 
which they can seemingly compete suc- 
cessfully with the importers of the Jap- 
anese refined gum. The latter, in fact, 
have been forced to drop their figures 
slightly in order to adjust their offer- 
ings to the revised prices of the domes- 


tic refiners. Other reductions have 
chiefly taken the form of additional 
concessions necessitated by augmented 


supplies or increasing competition, or 
both. Prominent among the advances 
have been uplifts in acetanilid, cod 
liver oil, menthol, tartar emetic, ben- 
zoic acid, benzoate of soda, carbolic 
acid, salicylic acid, Mexican or Tam- 
pico sarsaparilla root, synthetic win- 
tergreen oil, or methyl salicylate and 
cocoa butter. 

Higher prices have also been named 
for aloin, dynamite glycerine, nitrate 
of silver, thyme leaves, bleached 
calamus root, star anise seed, cumin 
seed, hulled millet seed and large sun- 
flower seed. On the other hand, con- 
eessions and reductions have been 
made in prices for pyrogallic acid, 
Porto Rico bay rum, Haarlem oil, 
hydroquinone, tannic acid, South 
American and Para balsam copaiba, 
balsam tolu, Japan wax, savory leaves, 
digitalis leaves, Smyrna and South 
American canary seed, Dutch poppy 
seed, Southwestern senega root, amber 
sorts of gum Arabic, Spanish or 
Valencia saffron flowers, lemon oil 
and bulk peppermint oil. 

Of only local interest, except for the 
suggestion that the idea may be taken 
up by other municipal and possibly by 
some State authorities, has been the 
adoption by the New York City Health 
Board of an ordinance, now incorpo- 
rated to the city’s Sanitary Code. 
compelling manufacturers of patent 
and proprietary medicines to file with 
the local Health Department the names 
of the ingredients of their preparations, 
as a prerequisite to their sale or be- 
ing held or offered for sale in this city. 
At a hearing before the local Health 
Board, held in the Council Chamber of 
the City Hall, vehement protests 
against this ordinance has _ recently 
been voiced by representatives of tne 
proprietary, wholesale and retail drug 
interests of New York and the local 
Health Commissioner has promised to 
amend the measure materially and 
submit the new draft to these interests 
before having the Health Board adopt 
the revised provisions.

OPIUM. 

With a recent further falling off in 
the demand for this narcotic, a weaker 
undertone has developed of late, as spot 
stocks have proved in excess of cur- 
rent requirements and have been al- 
most impossible to move at existing 
quotations. One large consignment, 
which was shipped out of Turkey be- 
fore its ports were closed, and which is 
now on its way to this port, has re- 
cently been offered here in numerous 
quarters without finding a buyer, and 
is likely to be sent to the London mar- 
ket, where the demand for the gum is 
becoming more active daily, while the 
prospect of obtaining any of the nar- 


cotic from Turkey is practically nil. 
While 10.35 per cent. morphine content 
gum has recently commanded an 
equivalent of $9.25 there, New York im- 
porters and other handlers are offering 
their stocks freely at $8.90 for drug- 
gists’ quality in cases and at $9.85 in 
jobbing quantities, without eliciting 
any response on the part of buyers, 
and it is now generally believed that 
this figure would be shaded in order to 
market some of the supplies on hand 
here. Latest arrivals at the local port 
have included 223 cases from Piraeus. 
The powdered and granular grades 
continue to be offered liberally at $10.51 
@11, respectively. 


MORPHINE, 


Although the demand for this opium 
derivative has fallen to meager propor- 
tions in this country, there is still an 
active buying movement in this com- 
modity abroad. One domestic manu- 
facturer is still holding prices at levels 
far above all others, but a majority of 
American makers continue to offer 
their output on a bulk basis of $5 for 
the acetate, muriate and sulphate, in 
50-ounce lots in one delivery. 


CODEINE, 


Foreign buying is still reported in 
this opium derivative, but domestic 
consumers have limited their purchases 
to relatively small quantities, and 
American manufacturers continue to 
quote their output and stocks on a bulk 
basis of $6.45 for the alkaloid, muriate 
and nitrate forms in 25-ounce lots in 
one delivery 

QUININE, 

Extensive buying abroad is keeping 
the European salts markets exceeding- 
ly strong, and the firmness abroad is 
again being reflected to some extent 
here, as domestic manufacturers are 
once more becoming reluctant to book 
large contracts calling for deliveries 
well ahead at present figures. In Lon- 
don, best German sulphate in second 
hands is still commanding 1s. 2d., while 
the firm views of the holders at the 
latest American salts auction have 
been amply demonstrated in their re- 
fusal to let go of their 50,000 ounces of 
British pharmacopeeial quality salts at 
less than 21.80 florins per kilo, or 3-10 
florins higher than the level at which 
they sold some of their offerings at the 
previous sale in that center. The next 
Amsterdam salts auction is scheduled 
for January 29. Further evidence of 
the strength of the London market has 
been furnished of late by the results 
»btained at the latest bark auction in 
that center, when a unit of 14d. was 
realized, purchases of 125 packages out 
of the 206 packages being offered for 
sale. A strong underlying factor has 
alsc come to light within the week in 
reports that the cinchona bark ship- 
ments from Java to Europe for Decem- 
ber have been only half the size of 
those for November. Only a light de- 
mand is reported for the salts in this 
country, and some outside lots of Ger-

Small lot trading predominates in 
the local chemical market, and dealers 
are not expecting much in the way of 
round lot business until the taking of 
inventories is over. Meanwhile, a fair 
movement on old orders is progressing 
and aggregate shipments appear quite 
satisfactory. Many inquiries for small 
Icts of specialties from abroad are be- 
ing received. Chlorate of potash is 
in exceptionally good demand. There 
has been little feature to the market 
for heavy chemicals. Bleaching pow- 
der has been shaded on spot and some 
inquiry for shipments is reported. In 
the acid department oxalic is a trifle 
easier on spot due to keen competition 
of sellers and the independent atti- 
tude of buyers. Tartaric acid is sur- 
rounded by a degree of uncertainty 
and the market is very unsettled 
by the competitive tactics employed 
by sellers of foreign goods. The same 
may ‘be said of cream of tartar. 
Among the miscellaneous items a de- 
cline in prices of chloride of barium 
is noted owing to more liberal spot 
offerings. Sales of carbon tetrachloride 
have been reported at 124%c. a pound, 
but the general asking price is l4c. 
Caustic potash has been shaded on 
spot, although the majority of sellers 
are maintaining former views. High 
grade calcined carbonate of potash is 
lower on spot. Antimony oxide has 
been advanced from 6%c. a pound min- 


imum to &c. and needle antimony, 
glassmakers’ grade, is up from 10c.

Some of the tin products were 
advanced the first of the month, but 
were easier azain this week. Gambier 
is meeting with a moderate call from 
the consuming trades, and as _ stocks 
are fairly liberal, prices are easy and 
shipments are offered under the spot 
prices. Bichromate of soda has been 
steady for some time, and is moving 
in a routine way. Consumption of bi- 
chromate of potash has not’ been 
helped by the high prices asked, but 
this material is influenced largely by 
the position of muriate of potash. 
Cutch is easy at primary points, and 
considerable of this material has been 
coming to this country. Starch and 
dextrines are meeting with an im- 
proved demand, and the best evidence 
of this is found in a report that pro- 
duction has been increased. Red prus- 
siate of potash is reported to be firm, 
vith offerings limited. Yellow prus- 
siate, both potash and soda, is holding 
steady. There has been some inquiry for 
picric acid, and while there are reports 
of sales at 90c. per pound, some con- 
sumers have found it difficult to locate 
supplies. Zinc dust is easy in tone and 
production has gained ground to such 
extent in this that the

Prices are as low as 7c. per pound 
for round lots. Sales of jobbing lots 


have been made at varying prices. De- 
tailed reports on the separate items of

ALBUMENS.—Quantities of egg al- 
bumens were received this week from 
China, and some of these’ were used 
to make deliveries on old contracts. 
Some receipts of blood albumen also 
were reported during the week. Of- 
ferings have been a little freer and 
some material is said to be held here 
in store. Consuming demand is re- 
ported to be moderate, and prices are 
quoted at 35@45c. for blood albumen 
and 50@55c. for egg albumen, 
ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—The 
feature of the market was the an- 
nouncement that some aniline salts 
had been imported from Manchester. 
In view of the fact that exports from 
England are prohibited, this aroused 
more than passing attention. There is 
practically no change in market con- 
ditions, and while both aniline oil and 
salts are nominally quoted ait 60c. per 
pound, it is difficult to obtain large 
supplies at any price. 
BICHROMATES.—The 
bichromate of soda has 
quiet during the week and 
that shipping orders against 
tracts have been light. The 
is holding steady, however, and for 
some time the feature has heen the 
unchanged position of quotations 
Large amounts are still quoted at 4%c. 
per pound, with smaller lots at 5c. per 
pound.

their goods. Reports on market quo- 


tations for bichromate of potash have 
varied, and it has been stated that 
some consumers are receiving supplies 
at very close to the old contract price. 
The open market, however, still re- 
mains around 10c, per pound. 
CUTCH.—Reports from abroad state 
that offerings of cutch have been very 
free and it is noted that fairly large 
stocks have been coming to the local 
market recently. There has been a 
good demand from the tanning trade 
and there are no accumulations in 
sellers’ hands. Prices have _ varied, 
according to grade and quantity, but 
the material coming here is said to 
have been of good quality. Market 
prices are 54@7c. per pound. 
DEXTRINES.—Reports from lead- 
ing manufacturers this week stated 
that demand for dextrine had im- 
proved considerably in the past few 
weeks. A further evidence of this is 


found in the report that production 
has been increased in order to take 
care of the better consuming de- 
mand. Market prices have held on a 
steady basis and are at the level last

d GAMBIER.—An easy tone has been 
in evidence in the local market dur- 
ing the week.

Sellers have been eager to dis- 
pose of material without placing it 
in store and have given concessions in 
order to move stocks. The spot mar- 
ket is openly quoted at 5c. per pound, 
and on shipments sellers are willing to 
accept 4%c. per pound.

steady at Ile. Yellow prussiate of 
potash is meeting with a fair inquiry 
both on spot and for prompt ship- 


ment. Some contracts are said to have 
been made, but they are hedged about 
With certain restrictions. Market quo- 
tations are 1l7c. per pound. While de- 
mand for red prussiate of potash has 
not been active, there has been a very 
firm tone to the market owing to the 
fact that some sellers were practically 
out of supplies. This has resulted in a 
firmer market and quotations are 
given around 45c. per pound. 
STARCH.—li was reported this week 
that one of the leading producing com- 
panies was now grinding 85,000 bushels 
of corn a day, which is an increase of 


15,000 bushels over recent operations. 
The increased production was said to 
be due to a better demand for starch. 


This applies not only to the spot mar- 
ket, but holders of contracts are said 
to have been ordering out material 
more freely than in recent weeks.
